Schedule “CO” 
exhibits those articles for which the 
Salt Lake City dealer pays within 
twenty per-cent..of the rate paid by 
the Reno dealer, or in other words he 
puys the same rate per mile as the man 
at Reno. Schedule B“ embraces 
those commodities, which, by reason 
of their nature, are peculiarly subject 
to trans tion by sea, hence the rail 
rates between the seaboards must be 
low,and Reno enjoys an ad over 
her neighbor city of Utah in the freight

Competition governs the price of

After this let him enquire as to the 
earnings made and dividends declared 
(all of which are matters of public 
record) and anawer as to whether the 
Company has been more than com- 
pensated for its service to the public. 
But you may reply Are the charges 
which nee the earning of the road, 
asa whole, fairly distributed among 
all the communities terved by the 
railroad company! Is not Nevada 
‘“‘taxed more than her share?” I have 
above shown by a comparison of rates 
from San Francisco to Somner, Cal., 
with the charge from San Francisco te 
Rene, that there is no appreci dif- 
ference in the rates of freight between 
California points when similarly lo- 
cated with respect to competition. 
When lower charges rule it is simply 
because competition compels the rail- 
road cOmpany to do the work at rates 
fixed by convayences less costly in 
construction, and more cheaply op- 
erated (because following a natural 
highway, under the protection of the 
Government, which clears its obstrac- 
tions, surveys itt channels and lights 
the marks the dsagerous ints 
— and after all this. is — 
relieves the vessels using it from lia- 
bilities as insurers of gouds, etc.) or 
forego doing any of the business. It 
would be just as reasonable to .say 
that the charge for like distances shall 
be the same regaidiess of differential 
circumstances, as to require that no 
tergcharge shall be made from 
ew York to Reno, than from New 
York to San Francisco, The result 
of Such legislation, if it were possible, 
would inevitably be to discourage 
competition, and whatever sum now 
derived from competitive business, 
and contributed towards fixed expen- 
ses, interest, Government sinkina 
fund, etc., would have to be im 
on the strictly local and non compet- 
itive traffic.

in effect when the Pacific roads were 
completed and opened for traffic, what 
would have been the relative cou«li- 
tion of their state? The great reduc- 
tion in freight from the Atlantic to 
the Pacific states, brought about by 
the railroads’ competition with carriers 
by water, could not have been made, 
simpry because the traffic between the 
seaboards overland is done at an 
average rate of less than two cents per 
pound, of which the Ceotral Pacific 
receives at.the rate of about one cent 
tom per mile. A law requiring all 
intermediate traffic to be handled at 
no greater cost to the shipper, would 
have prohibited competition, which 
fixed these rates, and, necessarily, 
would have deprived Nevada of the 
benefits derived therefrom, for that 
she has shared them wjth California, 
the experience of all your early sct- 
tlers will prove; à simple comparison 
of the cost of living now, with the 
cost in anti-railroad deys, will satisfy 
any one of that. 


THE COST OF MARKETING. 


But after all it is not the cost of arti- 
cles imported from ‘abroad tor the 
consumption of your, or any other 
people, which is essential to their 
prosperity, but the cost of marketing 
their productions. Ihave already given 
examples of the course of the railroad 
company with respect to these, and 
announced its general policy, which 
challenges the enterprise of your citi- 
zens.

THE FREIGHT ON FIOUR AND GRAIN. 


You hear it asserted that four is taken 
from Sacramento at lower 
rates than from Reno to points on the 
road east of your place. To this I re- 
turn an unqualified denial, and rejein 
that it is to the maintainance of the 
present tariff rates un flour, that Reno, 
Winnemucca, and Elko, owe their res- 
pective manufacturing interests in that 
line. I do not doubt I that were 
the management of the company ani- 
mated by the purposes, which, too of- 
ten for the public good, controls ordi- 
nary business ventures, that of “grasp- 
ing everything in sight,” of making a 
“spléndid show of earnings,” to influ- 
ence the price of stocks and bonds, and 
to warrant thedistribution of fat divi- 
dends ; or even if it wished to ¢oncili- 
ate a people, who, under the pressure 
of the failure of mines, the universal 
depression of trade, apd stringency of 
money ihcident to resumption, the fail- 
ure of crops, etc., etc., have been mis- 


led to charge their distress to the very 
agent of whatever trade and hope of 
prosperity is left to them, it might 
find an excuse for reducing rates on 
products of the soil. 

A reduction in rates on grain and 
flour might be made which would sup- 


ply your sta‘e entirely with the cheap- 
er product or manufacture of Califor- 
nia and Utah, and show a present ma- 
terial gain in earnings t the carrier, 
but what would would be the effect 
upon the growing agricultural inter- 
ests of Nevada! Would it promote or 
retard development of those re- 
sources upon which her ultimate pros¢ 
perity and the permanent value of the 
railroad depend? It is said that “farm- 
ers at 2 — find it cheaper to haul 
wheat to Reno ö 
than to — it by railroad.“ 
I have heard of it; have been 
favored with personal interviews by 
some of the largest of the farmers re- 
ferred to, and have gone over the whole 
ground with them. They seem tao ap- 
preciate tha embarrassments of the 
railroad company's position, but feel 
that it ought-to be able to help them, 
Jus t as every individual thinks his 
articular case can und ought to 
be cared’ for, whether it discrim- 
inates against his neighbor or 
not; or, if vou will permit
